Stanworth Valley 

On Monday 1st May the forces of darkness began 
the eviction of Stanworth Valley which was to last 
over 5 days and result in over 70 arrests, mainly under 
Section 10 of the 1977 Criminal Law Act. Teams of 
professional climbers and bum bailiffs openly flouted 
the law and put lives at risk whilst a slimy under- 
sheriff along with hordes of pigs and Grope 4 trolls 
looked on and slavered. Incredibly the gallant tree- 
pixies of Stanworth suffered only several minor 
injuries (including various slashings and bruises) 
protecting the trees from strange men armed with 
axes, Stanley knives and more. One of the Climbing 
companies used for the evictions was RTA of 
Sheffield, on 01246 861738, give them a ring and 
tell them what you think. Court hearings for 72 people 
from the NO M65 Campaign are on June 13th at 
Blackburn Magistrates Court and there will be a 
wicked party before, during and after the legal farce 
which masquerades as justice - so come along and 
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Munstonia 

Munstonia, the last remaining house on the route of 
the Ml 1 Link road, is now well barricaded (see photo). 
Eviction could happen any day and people are 
needed more than ever. The Greenmania camp is 
also well established with benders, tree houses etc. 
There was a gathering there on the 20th May: live 
music, stalls and speakers from the local community 
- the message - “ You Can’t Kill the Spirit”. The 
resistance continues.

Opencast Mining 

Garforth is a suburb of Leeds, close to an area with 
a strong deep mining tradition.

The land 
threatened is primarily agricultural, though the mines 
approach the edge of Hawk’s Nest Wood and affect 
residential areas through subsidence and lowered 
water tables. The local campaign group, GATOC, is 
opposed to direct action and prefers to continue with 
lobbying efforts.

Selar Opencast 

The Selar SSSI at Cwmgwrach, West Glamorgan is 
the site of yet more open cast madness on a vast 
scale. 880 acres of destruction to take in a SSSI, an 
ancient Oak wood (100’sof trees), 1000's of assorted 


other trees, lakes and ponds... The SSSI consists of 
several (rapidly vanishing) acres of some of Wales’ 
finest wet meadow land. Home to protected species 
including the Marsh Fratillery butterfly, rare birds and 
plants. How did they get away with this one? By 
offering to move it 3/4 mile down the road! Alaska 
Environmental Services, the contractor responsible 
for the move, are slicing up 8‘ by 4‘ chunks of SSSI 
lobbing them two at a time on the back of a cart and 
plonking them in a grotesque patchwork of pieces at 
the relocation site. The majority of delicate flora are 
not responding too well from the trauma and as for 
the fauna... They plan to finish the first ever 
destruction of an SSSI (beating Cardiff Bay by a 
whisker) within 6 weeks. Then come the chainsaws... 
A ground camp has just been set up, tree houses 
and walkways under construction - actions 
happening, help desperately needed.

Climate Action Day 

Several actions occurred in the UK on Climate Action 
Day, along with hundreds across the world. Here are 
reports from Glasgow, Cambridge and Cardiff. 

Over 30 campaigners blockaded Hope Street in 
Glasgow city centre on Monday 15th May for half an 
hour. Hope Street suffers greatly from vehicle exhaust 
pollution, and is one of the most polluted streets in 
Europe. The campaigners (some wearing gas masks) 
D-locked themselves to the traffic lights across the 
street, taking motorists by surprise and bringing the 
already gridlocked traffic to a complete halt. 1 1 people 
were arrested, including one innocent bystander. 
Meanwhile in Cardiff, the Billboard Liberation Front 
were out in force, this time turning their attentions to 
major roads in and out of the city. Various slogans 
such as “Cars are Choking Cardiff" and “Cars Kill" 
greeted motorists entering the city on the Monday 
morning. All the stone statues around Cardiff Castle 
also decided to wear gas masks for the day! 
Unfortunately 2 people were nicked with paint all over 
their hands - "It wasn't me, honest copper!". A critical 
mass cycle ride was held in the evening just to 'drive' 
the point home. 

In Cambridge a huge car showroom was visited for 
some banner fun! A huge baqner (Earth First! Cars 
Last) was displayed 30 foot above the cars. The police 
put in an appearance, warning them not to hurt the 
cars before buggering off again. One officer suggested 
"Why don't you go and do something else, like 
defacing car posters?" - Cambridge EF! are offering 
a small prize for the "most bizarre police incitement".

The raid follows an incident 
at the Aldermaston Nuclear Weapons Plant, where 
activists blocked a pipe discharging waste into a 
nearby canal with six tonnes of concrete. This 
delayed work at the plant for 12 days while it was 
being unblocked. Greenpeace said "It seems the 
Police actions were punishment for the success of 
recent Greenpeace activities". 4 campaigners were 
later arrested. 

Greenpeace activists have also been occupying an 
oil storage buoy in the North Sea for 23 days. This 
was in protest at Shell's intentions to dump the 460 


ft tall structure at sea, when it contained large quantities 
of toxics. On 23rd of May, 15 Shell security staff and 
police eventually managed to board the platform and 
at the time of going to press some of the protesters 
were still barricaded inside the rig.
